Tornado  Disaster 
Home  Run  Record 


According  to  despatches  receive4 
from  Constantinople  Wednesday,  28 
of  the  American  near  east  relief  work- 
ers in  Russian  Armenia  have  been 
arrested  and  thrown  into  prison  by 
soviet  authorities.  A majority  of 
those  imprisoned  were  teachers  in 
American  orphanages  and  schools. 

No  reason  for  the  arrest  was  given 
by  the  officers  except  that  they  were 
acting  under  orders  from  Moscow.

The  unusual  weather  which  has  cost 
the  United  States  up  into  the  hun 
dreds  of  millions  this  year  added  an- 
other big  loss  to  the  list  last  week 
when  a tornado  swept  St.  Louis.  The 
storm,  swept  down  upon  the  town 
without  warning,  tearing  trees  up  by 
the  roots,  removing  roofs,  caving  in 
walls  and  spreading  general  disaster 
wherever  it  went.  When  the  storm 
had  passed  the  once  fine  residential 
section  was  w'aste  and  chaos. 

The  last  count  which  it  was  pos- 
sible to  make  before  this  writing,  the 
death  list  stood  at  75,  with  15  others 
missing  and  over  three  hundred 
jured.  Many,  it  is  thought,  will  not 
recover.  The  property  loss  is  not  be- 
low ten  million  dollars  and  may  be  al- 
most ten  times  that  much. 

Steps  to  rase  relief  funds  are  on 
foot  in  many  of  our  leading  cities.

From  a comparatively  weak  aggrega- 
tion of  former  years  Brigham  Young 
has  emerged  with  a sturdy  machine 
designed  and  perfected  by  coaches 
Hart  and  Roberts,  composed  of  a fast 
shifty  backfield  and  a ponderous  and 
efficient  line,  anxious  and  thoroughly 
capable  of  providing  the  four  backs 
with  an  abundance  of  the  very  much 
to  be  desired  great  open  spaces. 

It  is  a safe  prediction  to  ipake  that 
the  Colorado  Aggies  are  going  to  be 
very  forcibly  struck  October  8 at  the 
Y ’■  football  content  particularly 
when  Rowe  and  liis  backfield  associ- 
ates hit  the  line  after  turning  the  sod 
under  at  the  rate  of  approximately 
one  hundred  yards  per  ten  seconds.

While 
the  “Y”  men  choose  to  be  classed  as 
possessing  the  general  qualities  of  the 
Cougar  and  not  the  mustang  it  is  a 
fair  guess  that  the  ' Aggies  will  be 
obliged  to  do  some  tall  leather  pull- 
ing to  top  the  plunging  and  running 
tactics  of  the  newly  animated  B.  Y.
